New Claims 

Applicant has cancelled prior claims 1 to 36 without prejudice and has introduced 
new claims 37 to 43. Claim 37 is independent. No new matter has been added. Support 
for the new claims is found at least in part within the Specification on pages 9-11 and 
16-22. 
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Rejection under 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph 
Examiner has rejected claims 1-10, 14-16, 17 - 20 and 34-36 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second 
paragraph. Said rejection is moot since claims 1 to 36 have been cancelled. 
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Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

Examiner has rejected claims 1-10, 14-20 and 34-36 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gice (Gice, Jon, "The Relationship Between Job Satisfaction and Workers 
Compensation Claims", Society of Chartered Property and Casualty Underwriters, CPCU 
Journal, September 1995) in view of DeTore et al. (US patent 4,975,840). Said rejection is moot 
since claims 1 to 36 have been cancelled.
